Japanese Claim Capture of “Secret 
Base” at Wenchow. 
. TOKYO (From Japanes¢ broad- 
@easts), July 13 (AP)-—The Japa- 
mese have captured the Chekiang 
province port of Wenchow, “an im- 
portant secret Chinese supply 
base,” after a swift five-day of- 
fensive eastward from Lishui, 
Domei news agency reported yes- 
terday.

“Our soldiers fought the enemy 
in M-3 tanks,” he said. “There was 


heavy fire from enemy guns. There 
were, however, no penetrations: 

“Our boys registered direct hits 
on a number of German tanks— 
and the hits stopped their tanks. 
We have in the General Grant a 
vehicle with stout armor. It has a 
gun-which is not out-ranged by 
the enemy and with which the en- 
emy can be given a hard, stiff, 
destructive blow.” 

“Let me now tell you something 
about our American soldiers,” he 
said. “They went into that fight 
on: the other side of the world in 
a new, strange, I might almost say 
weird, setting. They volunteered 
for hazardous duty in the Army 
of a nation not their own. 

“They endured heat, blinding 
dust, prolonged journeys over 
routes without the usual aids of 
navigation. They lived on slim ra- 
tions. ‘There was little sleep for 
any of us. 

“When the time came to go into 
action in a situation which was 
critical in the extreme they stood 
their ground, they did not panic, 
they were aggressive, cagey and 
smart. 

“And phen they were ordered 
out, they brought all their equip- 
ment with them, and emerged safe 
and sound without a scratch. Less 
might well have beeh expected 
from veterans. More could have 
been asked from no one.” 

Lodge said the detachment was 
comprised of men who volunteered 
for service where they could experi- 
ence actual tank waréare. 

“This took us to the Libyan des- 
ert where we stayed in the thick 
of things until we had accomp- 
lished our mission,” he said. 

“T have seen American equip- 
ment in action, and it has been 
my privilege to be with American 
soldiers on the battlefield. It is 
good to be able to say to you that 
both men and equipment are first 
class. 

“The severe test which our equip- 
ment received on maneuvers was 
intensified in battle. Our trucks, 
our light tanks and above all our 
medium -tank M-3—the so-called 
General Grant—gave good account 
of themselves. That they are sus- 
ceptible of improvement is, of 
course, natural and true. In the 
newer models these improvements 
have been made.” 

Lodge pointed out that while of- 
ficers could do much before the 
% battle to train and counsel their 
men, when contact was made the 
troops were often on their own. 

“The sergeant who commands a 
tank must have generalship, He 
must have sound judgment and 
presence of mind. He must know 
the broad strategy so that when 
his tank punches through he will 
know—without being told—what 
his next step should be. “Our 
soldiers were of that kind,” he 
said. 

Lodge said that methods of train- 
ing had much to do with the satis- 
factory way in which the Ameri- 
can troops performed. 

“I know in my own case I would 
not have lasted long if I had not 
been trained by our regular Army, 
and if I had not engaged in so 
many maneuvers over here, " he

R. A. F. PLANES KEEP 
UP STEADY ATTACK

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY 


AT EL ALAMEIN, July 12 (AP).— 


(Delayed)—Roaring out of the sun- 


rise, American-made bombers 
heavily blasted Axis ‘forces. at- 
tempting to throw up new fortifi- 
cations today after being hurled 
back by hard-slugging Australians 
and South Africans. 


The big planes swept overhead, 


imparting a comforting feeling to 
this correspondent, who had spent 
the night across a ridge from the 
enemy. 


Within two or three minutes 


their bombs were kicking up dust 
among the enemy positions, just 
out of sight behind the ridge to 
the southwest. 


They were a heartening sight, 


too, to the Aussies and South Af- 
ricans, who had put in three full 
‘|days of fighting. 


The first squardons returned for 


more bombs. We counted them

Then throughout the rest of the 
morning and into the night wave 
after wave of medium bombers

A com- 
paratively small number of ships 
in the banana trade are refriger- 
ated and these are necessary to 
carry supplies to Caribbean bases. 
Others have ventilated decks and 
would perhaps be unsuitable for 
heavy cargo. 


But the point is that, with im- 
agination and determination, ships 
could be shifted about—the banana 
boats put in the sugar trade, for 
example—in order to make sure 
that all possible space was utilized 
for the job of winning the war. 
It might be possible, by skillful 
rearrangement, to put into vital 
services ships that would be 
equivalent to two months produc- 
tion of American shipyards. 

The rate of submarine sinkings 
is said to have decreased recently 
in the Caribbean and off the Am- 
erican coast.

ALLIED MISTAKES IN MILITARY THEORY 


By MAJ. GEORGE

N CONSIvsiRING the causes 
I success and failure in. war, 
our public is very likely to look 
first of all for some technical fac- 
tor, such as superior performance 
of a given type of airplane or su- 
perior numbers of tanks or the 
longer range of this or that model 
of field gun. These matters are 
important, of course, but they. are 
not usually determinative. -They 
rarely assume ‘the proportionate 
importance to be assigned to lead- 
ership, soldierly spirit and the will 
to win; or even to habits of mili- 
tary thought. 
The evolution of successful sys- 
tems of war is the product of 
thought plus experiment. It has 
been wisely said that war is fo 
the general an art, for the officer 
a science and for the soldier a 
trade. The principles of war can 
be taught, like those of any other 
art, and their application to par- 
ticular situations, real and imagin- 
ary, can be studied both by ac- 
quiring a knowledge of; military 
history and by the applicatory or 
se ips ys ean maneuver meth- 
0 


Long periods of peace, such as 
the 20 years which followed the 
close of the world war of 1914- 
1918, generally result in more or 
less crystallization of military 
thought along certain lines. Un- 
less there comes: to the front a 
succession of wise, far-sighted pro- 
gressive teachers—men such as 
Von Schlieffen or Henderson— 
there is likely to be a certain 
amount of dry rot. 


The institutions of military 
learning which exist in all armed 
services have a tendency to estab- 
lish and cling to conventional 


academic centers, they are natur- 
ally conservative, and their can- 
servatism and  conveéntionalism 
must be resisted, their faculties 
and curricula infused with new 
life and new ideas. There must 
be encouraged and _ fostered a 
spirit of intelligent iconoclasm or 
the most pernicious results may 
follow.

OME of the bravado and _ gibberish 

emanating from Radio Tokyo must be 
script provided by the foaming author of 
this book, Kinoaki Matsuo of the Japanese 
Naval Intelligence. Kinoaki’s rambling 
harangue was written in 1940 to bully, 
scare and chide the Japanese people into 
war with us, and only recently was trans 
lated. In order to write as he did, the 
author must have filled himself with 
Ssamshu, applied a poppy poultice to his 
head and seated himself on broken glass 
with a picture of President Roosevelt in 
front of him. 

Kinoaki’s 1940 view’ of Roosevelt was that 
he “is the incarnation of the devil army of 
democracy.” Under Roosevelt’s leadership, 
the people of the United States were under 
mining Japan with “sports, movies, sex and 
the evils of liberalism, democracy and it

“But he snapped out of it, and 
now has a $30,000 annual practice.

“He now has the poise and so- 
phistication of the normal profes- 
sional man. But he uses even better 
psychology than the average. Last

ANOTHER FIRST AIDER said 
in answer to a question: “In case 
of asphyxia, remove obstructions 
from the mouth, such as the 
tongue.” “In case of a fire, put 
it out.” “In case of a bleeding 
head wound, put a_ tourniquet 
around the neck.” 

I am inclined to believe that the 
most frequent wound that will oc- 
cur in civilian practice during the 
emergency will be burns, and I am 
also inclined to believe that most 
burns should be left to profes- 
sional first aid teams. Certainly 
the best thing to do for a person 
with a burn of any extent is to 
wrap him in a blanket and convey 
him as gently as possible to a hos- 


‘pital for emergency treatment. 


A burn ig two or three kinds of 
a liability. In the first place, it is 
an open wound that may become 
infected. Most burns are contami- 
nated because they are exposed to 
the air, to people hovering over 
them, allowing bacteria from the 
uncovered nose and throat to fall . 
upon them, and not infrequently 
they are grossly infected with 
home remedies that are supposed 
to be antiseptic in nature.

PREVENTION of infection is 
probably the most important sin- 
gle factor in the treatment of 
burns. For that reason cover the 
patient up with even a reasonably 
clean blanket or sheet and take 
him to a hospital where a surgical 
team in mask, gown and rubber 
gloves can handle the wound. 

For a long time the standard 
treatment for burns was to cover 
them with sterile oil or sterile 
grease. Lately I understand in 
some places this treatment has 
been criticised. Yet I heard one 
of the most prominent surgeons 
in Boston who has had a large ex- 
perience with burns say in a talk 
that he believed he would rather 
have his burn covered with sterile 
vaseline or sterile grease than any- 
thing he knew of, He preferred a 
grease dressing to the ufe of tan- 
nic acid and the various sulfa 
drugs. Therefore, the best treat- 
ment for a small burn is simply to 
cover it with a sterile piece of 
gauze until a surgeon is available. 

In large burns the second liabil- 
ity which occurs is the loss of 
blood plasma from the open wound. 

causes diminished blood vol- 
ume, decreased heart output, stag- 
nation of the circulation and the 
whole picture of what is called 
thermal shock. This can be treat- 


ed by a blood or plasma trans- 
fusion, -

The explanation was adequate 
enough, for Pappy Cheshire, king 
of whing-ding, and homespun high 
priest of the hillbillies, is a traffic 
stopper every place he makes a 
personal appearance. As star of

-—he has just finished his second 
picture in Hollywood—Cheshire has 
received over a quarter of a mil- 
lion fan letters in five years from

The 
Cheshires had their own stock 
company by that time and that 
made it doubly bad when thea- 
ters and banks alike closed. 


“When our business went on the 
rocks we didn’t know what in the 
world we were going to do,” 
Cheshire said. “We'd had a little 
money saved from our years in 
show business, but our experience 
of owning our own company de- 


_pleted that. Anyway we decided 


we weren't going to give up like 
lots of folks did. I worked for a 
while in an auto supply store, just 
plugging along. Then I sold elec- 
tric refrigerators for a firm in 
Kansas City, and I was fairly suc- 


cessful at that, but I still wanted 
to get back in the entertainment 
field, and I kept thinking that 
maybe radio was the answer. 

“I tried a number of the small 
stations out in Kansas but they 
didn’t seem to have any place for 
me, So finally I went to a the- 
ater and talked the manager into 
letting me produce a barn dance 
for him. He said allright, if it was 
any good, he’d keep us four weeks. 
He ended up by keeping us 26 
weeks.” 

Through the barn dance program, 
Cheshire got on the air for KFH in 
Wichita, Kan., and it was when 
Columbia Broadcasting System of- 
ficials heard his Kansas-and-Texas- 
with-a-touch-of-Ozarks accent that 
they hired him for the weekly 
KMOX feature, “Barnyard Follies.” 
He was still Harry C. Cheshire pro- 
fessionally but that name didn’t 
seem to fit his new character.
